‘LONDON, April 3.—Prime Minister 
David Lioyd George won a sweeping 
victory over hjs opponents in the house 
commons this evening, when a vote 
of confidence in his government piled 
ma majority of 278. This sends the 
British prime minister to the Euro- 
pean economic conference at Genoa 
with his hands strengthened for the co- 
jeesal task of compromise and con- 

giruction which he faces there. 

After a long day of speech making 
and heckling, the house approached 
itis evening the ing of the balance 
in the scales of r. The prime min- 
eter personally already had introduced 
Me official resolution of confidence in 
Bae government. The government, ex- 
its traditional prerogative, se- 
beted the labor amendment as the op- 
Petition motion to receive priority of 
The Rejected Amendment. 

This amendment was presented in 
menaif of the Labor party by John R. 
Mines and read as follows: 

“While approving of an international 
and financial conference, this 
‘ house regrets that the scope of the dis- 
jasion at Genoa has been so circum: 
mribed that the conference must fal! 
thort of a settlement of the political 
and economic evils which affect Eu- 
tops, and it is of the opinion that the 
government, which clearly has not the 
confidence of the country and which is 
tesponsible for a policy whose unfortu- 
mate effects are to be considered at 
Genoa, ie not competent to represent 
this country.” 

The house proceeded to a vote on 
Mis amendment. The result was as 
follows: For, 84; against, 379. The 
amendment was rejected by a major- 
iy of 295 votes. 

Vote of Confidence, 

The house later proceeded to vote on 
the prime minister's resolution of con- 
Séence, which read as follows: 

“Resolved, That this house approve 
the resolutions passed by the supreme 
Uncll at Cannes as a basis of the 
Genoa conference and that it will sup- 
pert his majesty’s government in en- 
Suvoring to give effect to them.”

SMALL

Must Call Women, 
His Contention. 


Gov. Len Small yesterday at Wauke- 
gan conti) the fight he has been 
making for the last eight months to 
keep from going to trial on the indict- 
ments voted against him last summer 
by the Sangamon county grand jury. 

Through his counsel he attacked the 
legality of the Lake county jury list, 
from which the jury which is to try 
him will be selected, on the grounds 
that the board of supervisors in com- 
piling the venire failed tg list women 
as well as men. 

Although the prosecution had expect- 
ed another legal maneuver seeking de- 
lay, the attack upon the legality of the 
jury list came somewhat as a surprise 
and the state requested more time in 
which to consult authorities and pre- 
pare arguments in answer to the latest 
contention of the defense. 

Primary Gives Him Another Day. 

James H. Wilkerson, assistant attor- 
ney general, asked that the state be 
given until 1:30 this afternoon to pre- 
sent its argument, but, as there is a 
local primary election in Waukegan 
today, Judge Claire C. Edwards said he 
did not think it fair to keep the pro- 
spective jurors locked up half a day 
for nothing.

In an $8,000 holdup committed 
early last night within eye range 
of hundreds of persons in the cen- 
ter of South Chicago’s .business 
district, Policeman Ernest H. Cas- 
sidy and Philip Sommer, treasuré 
er of the Royal Building and Loan 
association, were killed by one 
of five bandits who escaped in an | 
automobile amidst a fusillade of 
bullets. 

The remarkable daring dis- 
played by the bandits is indicated 
by the circumstance that the 
scene of the crime corresponds to 
Chicago’s loop—except that on 


-| Monday night, which follows pay 


day in many of the big industries 
there—the streets are crowded. 
Stores, shops, and restaurants 
were open.’ Movie theaters were 
operating at the meridian mark. 
And only a short distance away 
was the police station. 


Shot Without Warning. 


Eyewitnesses say that both men 
were shot without warning. Cas- * 
sidy, who was an ex-service man, 
did not even have a chance to de- 
fend himself. He was shot in the 
side. Neither of the victims re- 
gained sufficient consciousness 
make a statement. a 

Although an a with a 
shotgun squad took the trail of 
the bandits within ten minutes, it 
did not come within firing distance 
of them. So far as known, no- 
body obtained the license number 
of the bandit car, which is said to 
be a’ Paige. It is believed to have 
come from a distance. . 
Mr. Sommer had been with the 
building and loan association for 
twenty-two years. It is located at 
9223 Commercial avenue. It had 
been his custom for the last fif- 
teen years to walk each Monday 
evening to the Calumet National 
bank, 9117 Commercial avenue, 
and deposit the day’s receipts. He 
was always accompanied by a po- 
liceman as guard. 

Policeman Walked Behind. 
Last night Mr. Sommer carried 
$4,200 in cash and $3,800 in checks 
in a small black satchel. He left 
the association rooms at 8:30 
o'clock. Cassidy walked about 
three steps behind him. The bank 
is a short block away. The street 
is brilliantly lighted. 

They passed a number of Mr. 
Sommer’s acquaintances, to whom 
he nodded or exchanged a word 
of greeting. It was to one of these 
that he laughingly said in answer 
to the question, “Well, you're 
making the oid trip again, eh? ” 
“Yes. You know, last week I 
had a dream I was held up. So 
on that Monday I had them give 
me two policemen. Nothing hap- 
pened. So I reduced the guard to 
one again.” 

They arrived within 100 feet of 
the bank. By an odd icircum- 
stance there were no pedestrians 
in the immediate vicinity.:A black 
touring car, with curtains drawn, 
eased up to the curb, behind Cas- 
sidy. A man with a revolver 
leaped out, thrust the muzzle in 
Cassidy's side and said:

home. . 

This is regarded as a check to the 
citizens’ committee to enforce the Lan- 
dis award. The committee is backing 
the contractor, who has locked out the 
union hoisting engineers and is dead- 
locked with the carpenters’ union. 

Harry Jensen, president of the car 
penters’ district council, had appeared 
at a previous meeting and informed 
the county commissioners that non- 
union help was being used on, the 
county’s work. The carpenters were 
not a party to the Landis arbitration, 
he stated, but still the Judge fixed their 
wage at $1 per hour. 

Open Shop Declared. 

They voluntarily reduced the union 
scale from $1.25 to $1.10 per. hour, but 
refused to agree to the $1 per hour. 
An open shop was then declared by 
the citizens’ committee. 

At the previous meeting the board 
passed a resolution declaring for the 
principles of union labor, and it was 
the sense of the meeting that only 
union help be employed by the county 
on its work. A motion to refuse fur- 
ther payment to Snyder was voted

Washington, D. C., April 3.—Despite 
a falling off of more than $60,000,000 
in the expected government receipts 
from income and profits taxes for 
March, Secretary Mellon announced to- 
night that the shrinkage in interna) 
revenue collections for the fisca)] year 
ending next June 30 was not likely 
to be substantial, in view of collec- 
tions of back taxes and increased col- 
lections of miscellaneous internal reve- 
nue. 

But for the fiscal year 1923, Mr. 
Mellon declared, the total collections 
of income and profits taxes were likely 
to be about $1,500,000,000, instead of 
$1,715,000,000, as estimated in the 
budget, or a falling off of $215.000,000.

THE FUTURE IN MEXICO. 


Recent Washington reports of a steady improve- 
ment in the relations of the United States with the 


| Obregon government of Mexico, indicating proba- 


bility of American recognition of the southern 
republic, were inclining us toward optimism until 
the dispatches of Philip Kinsley of THz TRIBUNE 
staff began to come in. These dispatches, the 


work “of a trained, experienced, and unprejudiced 


investigator and observer, are making us, if not 


_ pessimistic, at least cautious. 


What America wants in Mexico is safety for its 
nationals and their property; not to exploit but 
to develop the great resources of that rich coun- 
try. The comparative peace which has marked the 
Obregon régime had inclined us to the belief that 
there at last, after ten years of civil war in 
Mexico, was a government which could guarantee 
and maintain the desired safety. If such guaran- 
ties were given to the United States we were in- 
clined to believe a recognition of the Mexican 
government which gave them would strengthen 

that government and work for continued peace in 
Mexico and an advance of mutual prosperity. 

But Mr. Kinsley’s observations indicate that the 
present peace of Mexico is more or less super- 
ficlal—a treacherous crust over the crater of a 
volcano. His reports of the seizure of American, 
British, and Spanish land holdings for division 


among the Mexican Indians, for instance, does not 


improve our confidence in the stability of any 
commercial or diplomatic arrangements. which 


“might be made with Obregon. 


In view of such reports the refusal of the 


‘Harding administration to recognize Mexico with- 


out adequate guaranties for the protection of 
American life and property seems well founded. 


_Our demands for repeal of retroactive clauses in 


the Mexican constitution which imperil American 
contracts and property rights are only just efforts 
to safeguard those who would spend their time 
and money in the rehabilitation of Mexico to the 
mutual advantage of the two countries. 

We do not desire to exploit Mexico. We do not 
believe that the building of dams, of irrigation 


‘projects, of hydro-electric plants, and of railroads 


would be exploiting Mexico or the Mexicans. We 
do not believe that contracts or concessions for 


the opening of new mineral deposits would be ex- the sake of destruction. The administration which 


ploiting. We do not believe the development of the 
‘vast agricultural possibilities of Mexico would be 
exploitation. It would be development, out of 
which Mexico and the Mexicans eventually would 
reap @ measure of benefit even greater than that 
reaped by the American capital and ¢hgineers 
engaged in the work. . 
Guaranties under which we can proceed to such 
development are what we desire. We hope for 
such stability in the Obregon government as can 
give these guaranties satisfactorily. But we hope | 
no recognition will be given until it can be given 
to a government which will be able to make good | 
on such guaranties. The murder and rohbery and 
oppression of Americans and other nationals which 


_ took place during the ten years of civil war 


marked a serious recession in the advance of white 


civilization. It set Mexico back not only those ten 


years, but many more years which will be required 


‘to reéstablish American directorship in the develop- f 


ment of the country. We do not want to have 
such an error repeated. We want access to Mex- 
ico, but under conditions which will allow us to go 
ahead, not backward.

satisfactory conditions, and these are by no means 
easy to procure. The present fiscal situation in 
most European countries is pefilous in the ex- 
treme. American money, American credit, will not 
ure that. Budgets must be balanced, inflation 
ore effectually checked, sacrifices in the form 


m of taxation, deflation, and economy accepted; mili- 


tary enterprises canceled and the enormous drain 
of huge armaments reduced; dubious imperialist 
advertures checked, and a practical effort to mod- 
erate national rivairies and rancors, and to create 
productive codperation in the use of resources must 
be made before it will be safe to invest our re- 
sources on a large scale in Burope. And even in 
that event American needs, the needs of our rail- 
roads, the needs of agriculture, and of our basic 
industries must first be supplied. - 

America wishes to help Europe escape from the 
tragic morass in which the people are struggling. 
That is not only a service of selfish expediency but 
one to which our good will inclines us. But the 
Buropean governments and peoples must make it 
possibie for us to extend aid on conditions compati- 
ble with our own security and prosperity.

Justice Scanlan’s statement is said to 
be the result of a recent conference be- 
tween the jurist and the executive com- 
mittee of the Circuit and Superior 
courts which was called after Judyes 


van had made statements questioning 
the fairness of Judge Scanian’s attitude 
toward the judges under him. 


Explains His Stand. 
Following is the text in part of Judge 
Scanlan’s statement yesterday: 
“TI am told that many people think 


sonnel of this court should be changed. 


‘Il have made no such statement. 


“TI have stated that in my opfhion it 
would be a good plan if the coming 
chief justice should be given the right 
to name the new judges in order that 
he might thereby have the opportunity 
to achieve the fullest possible codrdina- 
tion in the work of the judges, but I 
did not in any way indicate or suggest 
what judges he should or should not 
name. 

_ “Our judicial system in criminal pro- 
cedure makes for complete independ- 
ence and individuality and is an inheri- 
tance from the days when a single 
judge rode the circuit and easily dis- 
posed of the work at hand. It was not 
designed to meet the needs of the 
Criminal court of Cook county, with its 
numerous judges all vested with equal 
authority and its enormous criminal! 
docket. The necessity for complete co- 
ordination is obvious and imperative; 
its attainment under the present sys- 
tem is extremely difficult if not impos- 


sible. | 

Kavanagh Type Desired. 
“In suggesting Judge Kavanagh for 
the next chief justice, as I did in an 
extemporaneous talk the other night, 
I did not thereby mean to imply that 
he was the only judge fit for the place. 
Judge Kavanagh is nationally known 
as an able and fearless exponent of the 
doctrine that the criminal laws should 
be sternly enforced, and my thought 
was that the judge selected should be 
a man of his type.”

Two Types of Soft Cvllars. 
NEW YORK.—([Special ce: -aspond- 
}| ence.)—Some years ago, wheehe stiff 
white collar was not at the comfortable 
stage to which it has now developed, 
there was substituted at times of re 
| laxation and negligee the soft collar, 
which is more and more forcing its 
way into the long held domain of the 
starched collar. Men found fault with 
stiff collars both because they were 
not made to fit the neck, and hence 
were uncomfortable, and because the 
hard edge of the collar soon wore out 
the back of the shirt where it pressed 
down on it. 

But now collars are designed with 
an allowance for the shoulders, and 
fit into the neckbone, instead of having 
a straight across line in the back, 
front, and sides. Asa result, they have 
| lost the choking effect which they for- 
merly possessed, and the life of the 
shirt is prolonged. High or low are 
both comfortable now, and should be 
chosen with attention to which is more 
becoming. The correctly cut low atiff 
collar should, for greatest comfort, be 
t high in the back but with a narrow 
eckband in the front. 

And so there is not now as much 
excuse for the encroachment of the 
soft collar into the field of the stiff. 
In the business world the latter still 
holds the fort. #oremost banking 
houses will not allow their employés 
to wear soft collars, as it detracts from 
the business like atmosphere it is de 
sirable to maintain. In any business 
office the starched white collar pre. 
dominates. The soft collar is reserved 
by particular dressers for negligese 
wear, and for the country or sports,

HEAVY RAINS

Strength in Liverpool wheat, due to 
the removal of hedges against sales of 


Argentine grain to Germany and con- 
tinued wet weather, was responsible 
for a higher range of values here. 
While the outside figures were not 
maintained, wheat ciosed with net 
gains of 14% @i%c, corn %@%c. and 
rye %@l%c. Oats were unchanged 
to %c higher. 
The advance in wheat was confined en- 
tirely to the futures, both in this country 
and abroad. Purchases by Germany of 
cargoes afloat were estimated at 600,000 
to 800,000 bu, but there was no general 
demand, although after the close it was 
estimated that close to 1,000,000 bu, 
mainly Manitobas, had been disposed of, 
' partly for shipment at the opening of 
navigation.
